Nearly every step the ex- 
isting government hag taken towards 
the administration of justice has been 
attended 'with disaster, aud tho limited 
resources of the country are strained 
and necessary public works scrimped 
to provide funds with which to defray 
legal expenses. We have not tho pa- 
tience co-duy to more than allude to 
this fresh instance of tho incompetency 
of HliS'-med-who draw largo salaries 
from the treas'ury and who are con- 
stantly tripped up on the simplest do- 
tails.' It must be evident to the tnost 
obtuse or unprejudiced mind that an 
immediate and radical change has bo- 
come necessary if tho country is to be 
prc3?rvcd from still greater di.saster in 
the future.

The latter, as Lord Chamberlain, has a 
good deal of inllueuce in tho dispen.sa- 
tion of, Grown ])utronagoin the Church, 
and although tins does not aSect the 
Scotch; the fact of bis appointment 
alienated a suflicient number of the 
elector.-! to convert asumll uicijority into 
a small minority, and to securo the de- 
feat of tho Lord Advocate of Scotland.

PaN-vma, June IC. — ^The last mail 
advices from' the South' tiring but^niea- 
gre detaifs-of^th'e-Kattle'^'bP Tafua. 
These details are furnished in tho re- 
port of the Chilian commander in chief 
to thu war department, and in the offi- 
cial report of the officers who brought 
tho dispatches from Tacua. Gen. Bo- 
quedano, Chilian, reports as fellows : — 

SaBoaBS OP Tacca, Maj- 2G. — To 
the minister of war : — Yesterday, at 9 
o'clock in the n\orning, tho army under 
my command marched in search of tho 
enemy. In the evening the array 
encamped at a distance of about two 
leagues and a half from tho position 
occupied by tlio'allieti armioa. At .rix 
o'clock on tho following morning wo 
renewed tho march. At 7 o'clock our 
artillery opcncc} fire on the advance of 
the enemy, the artillery on tho other 
side replying to our fire. Tho fire of 
the artillery was sustained until 11, at 
which hour our infantry advanced and 
tho general combat commenced. The 
enemy offered a . "Strong and tenacious 
resistance, but iii spite of this three 
hours later our valiant .soldiers took 
posscsision of the formidable position 
occupied by tho enemy. From this 
moment the enemy dispersed, flying in 
all directions, and a few hours later wo 
took possession of Tacua. Our losses 
aro heavy, but those of tho enemy are 
still greater. I congratulate you and 
the country on this victory, which is a 
severe blow inflicted on tho enemy not 
easily repaired, and for Chili it is the 
consuramatiou of th&iWOrkj committed 
to thn army. ■ • ■■■ ' ■•

In tbosb'godd old^ 
days passengers took their slaterd'otiis 
and were not disturbed until they 
reached their destination; and as for 
coming from Hope or Yale to Victoria 
they never calculated on a trip of luore 
than from 10 to l-l hours. In those 
days steamboats used to run all winter, 
as long as tho river was not actually 
frozen solid, ana no disasters aro on re- 
cord with tho exception of tlio Yah; 
exploding her boiler. If the present 
service continues it will work ver 
astrously on the up-country merchants 
and thoso of Victoria especially. If 
the people do not go back to their old 
routine of through boats from Yioloria 
to Yale and way ports on Fraser River, 
then and there the freight and passen- 
gers must hnd its way direct to New 
Westminster. The steamboat mono- 
poly is injuring our local manufactories 
to a large extent, Mr. Sayward has 
lost the sale of close on a 'million feet 
of lumber and our numerous sash and 
door factories are almost at a stand- 
still, while at New Westminster sinii- 
hir enterprises aro working night and 
day, Ail other interests hore-aro suf- 
fering to a largo extent.

Strangers in Eome. arc always eager 
to .see the Pope. But Leo XIII. is 
not quite as accessible as Piu.s IX. A 
correspondent, in n l.-tter of a recent 
date, writes us as follows regarding a 
rccont interview \vf ill His Holincs:; : 
\Ve bad a great d.-.il of difficulty in 
getting permission to see the. "Holy 
S'ather," because thoy were so iiiany 
people in Rome who had been waiting 
four weeks to see hitn, and then, at last, 
were, perlia[)H, (lisai)|)ointed. Wcwei-o 
told by one of the oHicials at tho Vati- 
can that over a thou.sand were present- 
ed to him in two days last week. ' We 
received a note Sunda.y afternoon say 
ing that on Monday, nt twelve o'clock, 
we should bo presented. It seems to 
be tho fashion to make a few purchases 
of beads and prayer-books on the stops 
of St. Peter, to be blessed by the Pope, 
and to take back to America a.s pre- 
sents to UathoHcs. Another point of 
etiquette is that a lady should wear at 
the |)resentation a bliick silk dress, and 
a black veil on the back of tho Lead. 
The gentleman wears hisdreas suit. On 
reaching the Vatican wo passed some 
Swiss Guards, dressed in black and 
yellow, and carrying guns. Thoy told 
us to go%p;Stair3,'-and . I am sure we 
must have'climBea a" hundred steps or 
more. Wo went into a largo room, to 
take our wrap.s off; and then wore 
ushered into nnotlier room by men 
dressed in red satin and velvet and 
with long red silk stocking* We wore 
obliged to wait in this room with 
nearly four hundred others, till the 
Pope was ready to soo us. After wait- 
ing an hour, an official came quietly up 
to us, and said we were to follow him 
into anotiier room, and fortunately it 
was where the "Holy Father" was. Wo 
had to wait a few moments, while-somo 
priests and a few others Bpokotitor bini; 
bu.t it gave an opportunity to looli 
about and observe how the Pope was 
dressed. He sat in the centre of a 
long iitiU, dressed in white, with a 
snml! white cap on his head, and with 
red velvet slipprr.s. His feet were on 
a cushion, and many people kissed his 
right foot./. WhiPji \ye went up (t\vo of 
us) wo krielt before him and lirst kissed 
his hands. We rcmaiued kneeling for 
nearly live minutes, during which timo 
the Pope lield our hands. He has a 
very plea.sant face and a kind, fatherly 
way of speaking. Ho wanted, to know 
whore wo were from,— and when we 
were going home, and when we wore 
to leave Rome, and where wo wero 
going from Rome. We noticed that lie 
wore some kind of white mitts, and a 
seal ring on the third finger of hi-i right 
hand. — A'. Y. Independent,

Uamlloua Story about a iTovr Motor. 

(Letter from Waahlnijton.J, 
Anew propelling or motor power is 
being introduced to tho public here 
(Washington) that, if half that is told 
of it be true, will supersede steam and 
all other propelling power yet known, 
as much as the electric light supersedes 
gas or oil lamp or tallow cariHIe. Your 
correspondent in company With ten or 
twelve other gentleuien saw to-day a 
three-horse engine with le^a than ten 
pounds of coal and a gallon and a half 
of water run at 3000 revolutions p ir 
minute. After the tire was put out 
the machine ran an hour. This is now 
on daily exhibition here, and with it 
running an engine of three-horse-pow- 
er and anotlwr of ten. The material 
used to generate the propelling power 
is bisulphate of carbon. It is claimed 
for it that an engine of sufficient capa- 
city to work off 50,000 copies of a 
newspaper can be run by this motive 
power without ah encmeer at- "an ex- 
pense of less tlian SI per day. 

The Surname of the Royal Family. 
The WhiteluUl Jtevtew says: "At din- 
ner the other night, -the conversation 
lapsed, as it sometimes will lapsR with 
the best, into questions hardly dis- 
tinguishable from conundrums. A ceic 
brated historian was present, and I put 
a question to him which I know has 
puzzled, a great manvi^people at differ- 
ent tiiries. •What- is' the' 'surname of 
the Royal Family?' 'Gueiph, of course.' 
That is the usual answer, and it was 
the historian's. I ventured to suggest, 
that although the Royal Family aro 
Guelphs by descent, Her Majesty's 
marriage with Prince Albert of Saxe- 
Cobourg must have the effect which 
the marriage of a. lady has in uU other 
cases, and that the surname of the 
present house must be the Priuoo Con- 
sort's. But what is the surname of the 
Princo Consort's family i Sim]ilc, but 
staggering. No one knew. All guessed, 
and all were wrong. I happened to 
have looked up the subject a few 
months ago, so I knew that the name 
was 'Wettin.' Of course no one had 
heard it before. Every ono smiled at 
tho horrible idea of the Guelphs being 
reduced to Wettins I The point was 
referred to Theodore Martin. 'You are 
qujte right,' said the graceful biogr^pjher 
of^tiie Prince' Consort, ' 'Wettiii is th'o 
family name of tho House of Saxpny, 
to whom tho dominion of Saxony came 
in the year 1-12U, The King of iS ixony 
and tho minor Princes of tho House 
are, therefore, all Wettins; or, iu Gor- 
man, Wettiner.'" 

AsTBiKiNc; story of heroism is report- 
ed from Russia. In 1853 the steward 
of a Russian land-owner was murdered 
ill tho district of Keig. A priest 
uamed Kobytowicz was accused of tho 
deed, and, in spite of Uis protests of in- 
nocence, he Avas transported to Siberia, 
whore he was forgotten.
